Pole

World at Large Await His Geo- 
grapliical Notes With 
Interest 



That Dr. Frederick A. Cook, who 
with twenty-six dogs luid two I3.squl- 
maux made a dash of 4C0 inilos to tho 
North Pole after trnvorsiiig' -40 miles 
establishing roUof stations and food 
dopot.s along tho rouU; did actually ae- 
conii)lish the feat upon which Arctic 
Lxplorers for a century and a half 
havu .set tholr hearts. Is generally con- 
ceded by scientists throughout the 
world. 

For the mo.st part they refrain from 
comment, however, until they arc in 
receipt of tiie .scientific data obtained 
liy Dr. Coolc. All unite, however, In 
paying- him a generous meed of praise 
untingcd by criticism. 

Tho news of the explorer's success 
came lllte a bolt from the blpe. While 
the attention of the scientific world 
was directed to tho expedltloVi of Com- 
mander Peary, U. S. N., the attempt of 
Dr. Cook had been lost sight of. And 
for that reason many of the laudatory 
notices appearing in the pre'sa,, of 
Europe contain also a sympathetic ref- 
erence to tho inevitable chagrin which 
win bo felt by tho older and until now 
more noted explorer when he- learns 
that the palm towards which his hand 
had stretched had been snatched from 
him by that of another. 

Tho dash was commenced in August, 
1907, tho Pole was reached April 21, 
1008. The trip back required eighteen 
months. ' 



LONDOIM COIVIIVIEI\IT " 
IS STILL GUARDED 



London, .Se|)t. L!. — Dr. Cook's per.son- 
al announcement tliat lie reached the 
North Pole has done much to dlsiiel 
the uncertainty created luTe by tho 
lirst dispatches, but the infurniation is 
still too vague entirely to convince the 
hardened skeptics. The personality of 
the Aimerican explorer Is held in such 
esteem In British scientific circles that 
those best nualllled to judge are the 
readiest to explaJn away the seemingly 
obs<:iire points In the meagre story of 
the e.vplolt thus far available. The 
general sentiment is sunmicd up In the 
Kvening .Standaril iiftcr a lengthy re- 
view of the i;ros and eons. It says: 

"There is nothing Improbable In the 
e.vi)iorer's statement. It will be a 
source of much satisfaction If the 
North Pole at last has been reached. 
At tho same time it is permlssable to 
feel profound s.rmpathy for Command- 
er Peary, tho Odysseus of Arctic ex- 
ploration, the man of many trials and 
struggles, who was so little satisfied 
with having reached a point nearer the 
ipoie than any otlier man, that he .spoke 
of his achlevenu-nt as an empty b.-iuble 
compared to the splendid Jewel 'for 
which 1 lia\-e been striving.' That 
sjilendld Jewel has fallen to the pos- 
session of u rival." 

Darwin's Opinion 
Major Leonard Darwin, president oC 
the Royal Geographical society, said: 
"There Is no reason why the north 
pole should not have been reached and 
It is a "v-ery fine feat to have .accom- 
plished. In the ab.'ience of detailed In- 
formation [ am not in a position to 
e.vpress a critical opinion. l)iit if, as re- 
ported. Dr. C'oiik reached the Puli- on 
ice Hoc. I must conless my .sur- 
prise. That, howi'\-ei-, docs not make 
my congr.-ttulations any the less warm."

Was With Zicgler Expedition 

Anthony Flala, tho Arctic exj)loror 
and commander of the Zleglur expedi- 
tion of 1903-5, agreed with Mr. Bradley 
In (placing confidence In the reports of 
Dr. Cook's success. 

"This will not put an end to Polar 
expeditions," ho said today. "Other 
e.viiedltions will push their way north- 
wards.

If the land 
is there, others will find it and verify 
Ills story.

Asked if the conditions reported by 
Dr. Cook at the Pole wore as he ex- 
pected, Mr. Fiala replied: "Yes, I did 
not look for the discovery of any Arc- 
tic continent, but 1 did believe that 
land would be found.

DOMINIONS OVERSEAS 

SHOULO^BE'A'R PART 



Famous Designer and Assist- 
ant Controller of the Navy 
Speaks to Canadian Club 



Winnipeg, Sept. 2.— That It was 
fair for Great Britain to bear the cost 
of maintaining naval supremacy 
while tho colonies were "growing up," 
but that It is now time for these Do- 
minions to take a sliare l:i relieving 
the mother country from this burden, 
was the contention of Sir William 
White, K. C. B.. P. R. S., in an ad- 
dress before the members of the 
Caiuidlan Club this afternoon, Sir 
Wllliani refused to dlscus.s the man- 
ner In which the Dominions should 
assist tile mother country. In th 
building- up of ttn effective navy, but 
his Inference was plain, fur he clearly 
outlined the reasons why a navy 
must be centrally controlled for etli- 
ciency both in time of pcaco and in 
time of war. 

Sli- William White Is an authority 
on tills subject, having been for many 
years director of n.'ival construction 
and assistant controller of tho Royal 
Navy, during which time he was re- 
sponsible designer of all His Majes- 
ty's ships. 

He Slid in part: "The "Winnipeg 
Clul), of which I am a guest, was a:v' 
of the first at the time of the recent 
German scare to press ujjon tlu' Do- 
minion Government tlie iMdicy of ac- 
tive eo-oiieration with the mother 
country in tile scheme of Imperial 
naval defence. 

"That scare was unnecessary and 
undignined and contrary to national 
character. Our present position is 
scijure and will bo so for tho next 
three years. Our war and shipbuild- 
ing resources may bo readily made 
superior to all others, 

"Supremacy at sea Is vital to tho 
well-being and existence of the Brit- 
ish Empire, and must be maintained 
at all costs. British supremacy at 
sea Is the security of oversea com- 
merce and communication, and in- 
vokes no monopoly or exclusion of 
other nations. Our policy is an open 
ocean where the peaceful trader and 
the swift passenger steamer can come 
and go in security, thus promoting 
tho intercourse and friendliness of all 
nations of the world. 

"No other empire has been based on 
or maintained by command of the 
sea. Consequently our claim to sup- 
remacy is not unjust or unreasonable 
as some assert. Indeed, It is admit- 
ted to be well founded by all the 
greatest authorities of all nations. 

"We aro supremo at ]>rosent. and 
we owe that position ]n-lniarilv to tlie 
sacrifices, courage and foresight of 
our ancestors, who were willing to 
pay and paid a high i)rlcn in life and 
treasure for that proud position. 

"Our supremacy has been chal- 
lenged .-igaln and yet again, and some 
times seemed in peril. In my own 
recollection there have boon two great 
cri'jes, one when Iron-clad roconstruc- 
tlor, began and Franco took a load 
under the Insplratkm of Napoleon 
III., and about twenty years ago when 
France nnd Russia, by their aomblhed 
efforts, threatened %o Surpass us In 
naval strength. 

"On each occasion tho strong sense 
and patriotic feeling of tho British 
people, aided- ar)d stimulated by the 
press, led to^actl6n which made the 
Emplris Bate, Foe. rnoro. .than . twenty 



years we have been .at w.Tr, ruiancl- 
ally, with European countries desir- 
ous of emulating our naval position. 
Great outlay has been Involved, and 
It has been practically wholly borne 
by tho citizens of the United King- 
dom." 

Sir William White then gave figures 
to bear out this statement, and show- 
ed how It had been his lot to bear a 
part in this struggle, which began 
about three years after his accept- 
ance of ollicc in 18S5.

DELEGATION WAITS 
ON STRATHCONA 



Claims of Victoria to Univer- 
sity Site Are 
Urged 



With the view of putting forward 
the advantages of Victoria and its en- 
virons as the ideal locality for. the sites 
upon which the Provincial University 
and the Dominion Govsrnment experi- 
mental farm should be located, a dele- 
gation from tho local board of trade 
waited upon Lord Strathcona yester- 
day morning In the hope that he would 
interest himself In these matters. The 
hope of the board ot trade is that the 
Hudson Bay Company may be in- 
duced to donate land owned by them 
upon which these two institutions 
which mean so much to Victoria, may 
be located. 

The Address. 

The wishes of the local organization 
were embodied In an address which 
was presented lo Lord Strathcona and 
read as follows: 

To the Right Honorable Lord Strath- 
cona and Mount Royal, Baron of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland, G. C M. G. High Com- 
nilKsioner for Canada. 
.My Lord:— Reiiresenting the board 
of trade and the commercial commun- 
it\- of this city, we desire to express 
our grntitlcation In welcoming you 
one? more to tho ancient caiiltal of the 
Hudson's Bay Co, on this coast, where 
so long it represented the power and 
justice of tho British Crown. 

A\'hen in course of time the govern- 
ing powers were restored to tlie Crown, 
there still leinalned the principles ot 
justice and fair dealing which have 
been at all times the motto of the 
Hudson's Bay Co., and we hope that 
those to whom. in tlic future may bo 
entrusted the commercial and indus- 
trial development of this country will 
follow In the footsteps of that great 
commercial company, believing that 
success mui.t be founded on character. 

t".nc„ th^. governing powers ot the 
comjiany were restored to the crown 
and thereupon conferred on the people, 
we are pleased to note, that tho Hud- 
son's Bay Co, has continued to pros- 
per In Ks commercial undertakings 
and lo share in the advance of the 
country and we are glad to see at your 
side and to welcome Mr. Chlpman, to 
whom you have entrusted tho affairs 
of your company. My Lord, we are 
not only indebted to the Hudson's Bay 
("o.. and to the men It brought to this 
country for the foundations of our 
lomniercial iiropperity — It Is due to 
their Imperial ideas that Canada to - 
diiy is one ot the most importaiiL na- 
tions which form the British Empire — 
and in you we see one of Canada's 
greatest men and an ornament of the 
British (.'rown. 

In all that ym; have done, it seems 
to us that you have been guided by 
noble principles and Imperial Ideas, 
and for this we thank you and honor 
you. 

Vou found the Brlti.sh possessions on 
this continent a group of scattered 
colonies seiiarated by a wilderness and 
you are now the honored representa- 
tive a I the heart of the Emiiire ot a 
<'ountry one In government and senti- 
ment .stretching from the Atlantic to 
the Paclllc and from the 49th parellcl 
to the .Arctic Ocean. 

.Again. .My Lord, we thank you and 
honor your work and desire to ex- 
press the hope that you rnry long be 
spared to .see its fruition.

Hudson's Bay People. 
.Siiiion Leiser, the president, In intro- 
ducing Ihe subjects under eonsidcra- 
tioii said that there were a nuiiibor of 
parcels of iiroperty owned b.\' the Hud- 
son Bay Uoinpan.v in the vicinity of 
Victoria which were as .vet iniim- 
luoved. The development of such 
holdings he cmiijidered necessary, and 
he dwelt uiion the .idvantages "which 
s\ould acciue to Victoria as a result 
of development methods which miglit 
be tnUen. He stated that he woidd 
not occup>' the time of His Lordship 
in dealing with tin- site for an I'xpcrl- 
nicntal farm, and (he university ques- 
tion, as well as the ^;ompan^•'s land 
policy. Generally these subjects had 
been entrusted to other delegates, but 
he must mention something that was 
not very widely known and that was 
about Mr. Chlpmaa's regard for A"le- 
torla as an educational centre. l''or 
the past two years Mr. Chlpman's sons 
had been educated in this city and he 
was glad In meeting Mr. Chlpman 
when he arrived on the Dolaura yos- 
terda.x' that he had brought another 
of his ."ons to complete his education 
here. .Mr. Chlpman's high apprecia- 
tion of Victoria's ad\antages froin an 
educallonni standpoint he hoped would 
have due weight with the heads of the 
Hudson Bay Compan.\' when they came 
to consider this matter. Ho proceeded 
to point out In what wa.\' the Hudson 
Hay I'oiiipany might help the cit.\' In 
realizing Ihe hopes upon which tliey 
heard his fellow ni(>mbers lif 
the Board or Trade based so much. 
Experimental Farm 
.liilin .lardine, M, P. p., who was 
selieduleil to sjieak on the land policy 
of I lie Hudson Hay company, said that 
In; preleri'Pil eoiiflnliig bis ri'iiiai'!ts to 
llif iniestlun of a site for Mie experi- 
mental farm to be establlslicd by tho 
j.>ominton Bovernment. He expatiated 
on the-advttntUffes'of 'Bsqulmalt as a lo- 



cation, elaborating upon the points 
dealt with in the abo.yo, memorandum; 

Lord strathcona' In. 'tiply '.to' the ' rep'- 
reaontatlons said that ho realized that 
Victoria vfaa the'oldest city In the west, 
and that It" Was a/' city of Influence, 
tr.ide iind wealth. Of tho natural beauty 
cliarnis of the district he could not 
speak toe highly. 

■ipeuklng of the land policy of the 
liudsoii Bay company, lie wlsliid to 
point out that although the company 
had a natural desire to develop their 
lands. It must be remembored that orig- 
inally they owned a vast tract of terri- 
tory, and when, In the interests of the 
country it happened that this should 
be developed they had to relinquish 
their grnsp. In his opinion tho company 
nad shown wonderful forbearance In 
llieir policy. They are willing to lend 
an attentive cnr to the representations 
or the board ot trade but they could 
not forget their original rights. 

The matters under discussion were 
prliiiarily in the hands of Mr. Chlpman 
who wss w honored servant of the 
Hudson Bay company. They would re- 
ceive tho fullest consideration and In 
matters of this kind he felt that the 
company could not 'je iillheral. HoiWIt 
that ho could say that the Hudson Bay 
compiuiy would deal with these matters 
In a iiianne:' which would give satis- 
laelloii to the people of S'ictoria and 
prove to be to the Interests of the whok> i 
people of Canada.

Alayor Hall, In Introducllig Major 
fcJliepherd, expressed his disappoint - 
nient at the small attendance for tlie 
sul)Ject ot good roads was a most Im- 
portant one. 

Important Subj<ict. 
Major Shepherd did not speak on 
the practical side of coafi-making hut 
referred tb the Importance to a mu- 
nicipality of having good roads. In 
cities with organized stafCs and en- 
gineers, etc., the presence of lecturers 
such as lilinself wore not perhaps ne- 
cessary liiit in country municipalities 
where no such provision is made It 
was of great Importance that some one 
who has made a study of road making 
could bo got to go Into the (luestlon 
and give facts for tlic guidance o£ 
those municipalltli 3. 

He ref(!rred to tile earl.v days when 
the good roads movement was lir.st 
started, the Indifference w.hlcli grorica 
the efforts of thtiso who were working 
for better conditions, and the criti- 
cisms which are always hurled at 
those wtvi havo charge of any munici- 
pal work. He had no doubt hut that 
Victoria was no exception to the 
general rule and that the council and 
city engineer are continually being 
criticised by those whose aetuai 
knowledge of the subject Is practically 
nil. He pointed to several roads hero 
which ho had traversed during his 
brief stay here, some coveredj with 
stones from macadam allowed to Uo 
around loose to the discomfort of 
those using the roads and giving a 
decidedly bad Iniprcsslou to visitors.

Agai'-.Gt Wood Blocks. 
The lirsi pavement he liad 
liere was that of wood blocks, 
material is not lavored In 111 
owing to lack of suitable material iind 
climatic condition though he imder- 
stood tots of good wood can be ob- 
tained on this coast. The macadam 
pavements laid here, he believed, wcro 
not laid on proper foundations and 
besides even a good macadam road in 
not suitable for heavy traffic partic- 
ularly in a country where there Is 
much rain.

He im- 
pressed upon Ills hearers the great 
Improvement which oven inexpensive 
repairs will make. 

Victoria. Major Shepherd believed, 
will in time he the home of wealthy 
people who will he attracted here by 
the climatic advantages and beautiful 
surroundings and tlK.Te is nothing 
which will attract them here more 
than good roads. In lii.-! opinion 
asphalt, prnperly laid, is the best 
roadway even for heavy traffic and he 
insfanced the great amount of tills 
st.vie of pavenvmt which is being labl 
in eastern cities. Asphalt Ijincks. too, 
havo been successful. 

Following his Informal talk Maj-.r 
Shepherd and several of those i)resnnt 
rhattod on the subject of road.^ and 
road making he citing Instances of 
works constructed by himself In the 
east and giving datn whieli he Iiad 
secured :ind his experience udtli the 
different methods of construction. At 
the conclusion of the meeting a vote 
of thanks was tendered .Major Shep- 
herd by the mayor.

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AN EDUCATIONAL CENTRE. 

Lord StraLhconii loft no uncertainty 
in the minds of tlie iicoi)lo as to liis 
•belief in tlie fitness of Victoria lo be- 
come a great educational centre. Botli 
jiubllcly and privately be advanced tliu 
vii;w and wlillo liis opinion ^vHI not 
settle tho -site of the Provineial Uni- 
versity, theie ia no doubt that tho 
reasons which have made His Lord- 
ship so strong in his views ipon this 
l)oint, will liave 11 pnient influence 
iil>(>n those who may liave to d 'I'i'le the 
(luestlon. Wlien the iiue.'^tion jf a site 
was urged upon him by members of 
the Citizens' University committee, His 
Lordshl]) was of necessity very Kuard- 
ed in what lie had to say. in a word he 
pointed out that lie i.'J only one of the 
trustees of many shareholders but no 
effort of the imagination was neces- 
sary to enable one to realize that he 
was very favorably disposed towards 
the reciucst made of him. 

It is difficult to understand how any 
impartial observer can overlooli the 
manifest advantages which Victoria 
has In this direction. We think we may 
very properly .say that the people of 
Victoria do not loolv upon a donation 
from the Hudson Bay Company of a 
Site as a necessary prequlslte of the 
location of the university here. The 
position seems rather to be as follows: 
The best sites in tills inniiediate vicin- 
ity belong to the company and they are 
not now upon fhe market. The first 
thing to be ascertained Is whether or 
not. If the commission tiuit is to be 
appointed to select a site shall feel 
favorably disposed towards Victoria, 
an assurance can be given that the 
most desirable locations are available. 
If they are available to some extent 
gratui£ou.^ly, sb'much the better, but 
the first thing to be ascertained seems 
to bo if they are available at all. ^Vllen 
the company has decided upon the pul- 
ley In this" regard the. area, terms and 
so on upon which tho land can be ob- 
tained will have to be considered. 

It seems to be pretty well .settled 
tliat tile Kxperiniontal Farm will he 
near Victoria, and as one branch of 
the educational system of this province 
must shortly ^e In connection wilh 
scientific agriculture, the establish- 
ment of tho University within a reas- 
onable distance of the Farm would be 
very desirable. 



IVIANUFACTURE OF STEEL. 

Too wide ])Ubliclty cannot l)e given 
lo the following observations which 
we take from the Evening Post of this 
city: 

The Post speaks from personal 
knowledge wlien it states that a 
lllglier grade of steel can be prnduceJ 
on Vi:"icouvcr island from native raw 
material than is now being manufac- 
tiiretl at the extensive works of the 
Dominion iron aiul Steel I'omiiany, 
Nova ycolia; wliicii means that Vic- 
tori;i is an evi'ii lietti i- location for 
.^iliipliuildini; than llalifa.x. The local 
coal is of a liiKher grade, and contains 
an avi;rage of live or si.x per cent, 
more fixed carbon than the coal whieli 
lias made Nova Scotia famous. With 
respect to ir.jii ore. it is an open secret 
that ever sini-c its i slal)li.':'nrr,. nl. ten 
yeai's agii, the iJionininn Slc. l I'din- 
pany has had In import a lar;^i- )]er- 
centage in onler to iii:iintain tlic (|ual- 
Ity of its iM'odiuts. Tbi.-; lias l;e(n 
brought at great e.xpeiise from Sweden 
and from I'utjii. Tin- \'ancou\er Is- 
land product uiiidd probaljly not le- 
(lulre any admixture, bni if a small 
prop'.irtlon of high ^iiele liaeniatite 
should be found necessary, there are 
deposits of the best iimility in tlie 
Kootenays. Limestone for llu.xlng pur- 
poses Is found In abundance within a 
few miles of Victoria; the Dominion 
Steel Company h,is to convey all its 
requirements Iroiu .Marhlr .Mountiiin, 
a distance .of lifty or hInIv miles. 
'I'liese fact.s will be ci>?ilirnvd the 
e.vijert examination which is .'^uie to 
lie made before aii.\' location for tlie 
works Is decided ntion, and the more, 
they .-ire looki'd into the more certain 
Is it that ICsqninialt Harbor will uUl- 
inately l.)e selected. 

We venture to suggest , to the Board 
of Trade and the Devclop;iient lioague 
that the establishment of a steel [ilant 
or. the Island at a very early day 
puglil to bo taken into immediate con- 
sideration. We are satlslled tliat if 
local capitalists do not i'ar<' lo put 
up ail the capital but will unrlertal<f 
to put up a reasonable share of It. 
the remainder can be secured else- 
where; with coinpar;Uivel\' little trou- 
ble. The (luestion .otiKbt to l)e tlior- 
ouglily Investigated from a buslnesK 
lioint of view. All of tho newspajxn-a 
have said enough iibout it In a gen- 
eral way, ;;!id th,- thieg nov.- iiecessar.v 
seems to be to t,'et up some concrete 
Iiroposltlon, .showing where the ore is 
to be obtained, tlie amount of capital 
reiiulred, the cost of production, the 
extent of the present and i)rosi)ectlve 
'market, tli(> government aid needed, 
and all other particulars of value 
bearing upon .steel jiroJuctlon from a 
commercial point of view. This done, 
we ^uggeat , that an .effort should be 
niade to. enlist the active co-jppera- 



tion of some of our moneyed men. 
We have strong faith that if the 
organization.s mentioned take up this 
question in earnest, they will achieve 
success. 



IMPERIAL DEFENCE 

It Is with great satisfaction that 
the Colonist observes how fully Us 
course In regard to naval defence has 
been justlilcd by results. When tho 
resolution of Parliament' -was adopted 
and news was given out that the 
Defence Conference would be held, 
the Colonist s;\id that it proposed, be- 
fore clamoring for anything, to await 
the decision of the representatives of 
the several governments who were to 
meet In London. For this wc were 
very severely criticized, but >ve fancy 
that lio one will now assert that such 
a cause was unwise. One after an- 
other of the Conservative papers of 
the country are expressing their ap- 
liroval of the results of the Confer- 
ence, and very few of them Indeed 
have any objection to raise. We ((UOte 
the following from the Hamilton 
Spectator, one of the leading Conser- 
vative newspapers in the Dominion: 

Premier Asqulth has announced to 
the British House of Commons the 
results of the recent conference on 
Imperial defence, anil at last we be- 
come oliicially aware of the part Gaa- 
ada is exi)eele[l to play In the great 
Imperial scheme. From Australia and 
.New Zealand will come battleship 
cruisers of the Indomitable type in- 
stead of Dreadnoughts, and these will 
form part of the new Pacific lleet. 
Canada Is to make a start by building 
cruisers of the Bristol, second class, 
and destroyer.') of the River class, 
making use of both Pacific and At- 
lantic ports for the construciloa work. 

At first slance it mlKht seem that 
the coiilribiilion from this country is 
a less valuable one than that from 
.■\iiMtralia and New Zealand, but this 
by no means follows. The O. A. P. 
tells us that the lirst disposition of 
the Canadian lleet will be two cruis- 
ers In the Paeilic and a cruiser and 
four topedo destroyers in the Atlantic. 
This means that Canada will have to 
undertake the construction of dry- 
docks on both coasts — Atlantic and 
Pacific — and also In the St. Lawrence 
river, largo enough to accommodate 
the largest warships (the construc- 
tio.i of anything smaller would be a 
waste of money), besides maintaining 
shipyards on both coasts. By the 
time all tlil.s lias been done and the 
ship contribution made, it will doubt- 
less be found that tho Canadian con- 
tribution Is commensurate with the 
important position occupied by tlie 
Dominion in the Empire family. 

0\ir contemporary refers to the fact 
that the programme thus outlined Is 
subject to the approval of Parliament, 
which of course is necessary under 
our form of government; but it doe.s 
not entertain the least doubt about 
that approval being forthcoming. It 
thinks that If any question Is raised 
in the House, It will not be because 
the Dominion has undertaken to do 
so much, but because it has not pro- 
mised to do more. After referring to 
the differences of opinion that have 
been expressed as to the wisdom of 
the policy of overseas units, which 
the Spectator tliinks can really only 
be deterniincd by actual war, our 
contemporary says: 

In the meantime, however; the bal- 
ance of opinion, as is shown by tho 
results of the Conference, favors the 
oviirseas units. Such being the case, 
and Canada being thus committed lo 
particliiatlon In the programme of 
Imperial naval defence, It is for us to 
play our part as ably as wo know- 
how. It Is a serious business we are 
undertaking — a business In which the 
honor of the country and its people is 
at stake. Not only Is it necessary 
that there should be honesty In the 
administration of this new depart- 
ment, but there must be the creation 
and malniennnce of a record of high- 
est etllclency. In other directions we 
have shown that we can be truly 
great, as we have also shown that 
the opposite Is possible for us. In 
this direction there should be no pos- 
sibility of failure at any point. A 
great and grave responsibility Is be- 
i;ig assumed for the people by the 
government; for the people the gov- 
ernment must see to It that the re- 
sponsibility thus assumed Is honor- 
ably undertaken and fulfilled. 

.\11 readers will agree with us as to 
tiii' admirable spirit shown in this 
article. The Spectator, which knows 
well how to fight political battles, 
knows also when It ought to let jia- 
triotlsm overrule partisanship. 'I'lie 
tone of public discussion In C'anada 
Is distinctly the better for so excel- 
lent an article on so great a subject.

he should, accorillng to tin; rules, be 
turned out of the amateur ranks and : 
not allowed to compote with tho 
Simon pure article again. And the ' 
athlete deserves it. '. 

But nut so ill Vancouver, according, 
to the rulings made by them in the ' 
recent cRS(> of Chandlei', the long dis- ' 
tuiue runner. Who a few weeks ago 
admitted that he received $13S of real i 
money for running the race promoted I 
by H. Dukor on May 24th. Tho con- | 
trollers of sport In the Terminal City 
have made one - of the gravest mis- i 
takes that could be made, and a mis- ; 
take that will do much to hinder and 
discourage genuine amateurs from 
competing hereafter. The Vancouver 
rulers have given back to "VVIU Chan- 
dler his "amateur" card, and he will 
now be allowed to compete in the B. 
C. champlonsliips on Sept. 18th, con- 
ditional on his giving to tho amateur 
union the money he owns up to re- 
ceiving. 

All one has' to do, according to this, 
is go ahead ^nd take a chance at 
getting the money. If you get 
"caught In the act," then all you 
have to do is to turn In the cash to 
the union and the squabble Is all 
over. You can then go ahead and 
run your head off until you are 
caught In the act again. 

This ruling that lias been made is 
a verj' serious mistake, and those who 
are at the present time comiietlng l.i 
distance races- merely for the siiort, 
as amateurs should,' will feel like 
quitting the game altogether. Should 
Victoria runners go to the B.C. cham- 
pionships and run against an athlete 
who has owned up to getting the coin 
for running'? 

Tho only reason that can be given 
for Chandler receiving back his ama- 
teur standing is th/? fact that he Is 
popular in Vancouver and has done a 
lot towards advertising that town. 
His "pull" In other wordo allows him 
to get real money ^or^ his services and

Here is how the inveBtigatlon of 
Chandler came about. When the 
union got wind of money being trans- 
acted in the amateur I'acc they went 
to the promoter, H'. Duker, manager 
of Recreation I'ark, and said, "Wo 
want a statement of the affairs con- 
nected with the race." 

The promoter immediately said he 
would get one ready by the following 
day. Then he went to Chandler and 
informed the "now amateur" that tlio 
union was after him and wanted to 
imow liow much he had given to 
Chandler. The Vancouver runner 
ligured a while, and told Duker that 
about $135 wouldn't look so bad. 

Thinking this would sound plausi- 
ble the promoter, who was on to his 
game, gave the union the figures in 
round numbers. Some chin music 
made the rounds about Chandlllr be- 
coming professionalized, and he kept 
dark for awhile. 

Now that the thing; has been hush- 
ed for some time, the people with 
whom the Vancouver runner had his 
stand In have come to tho front and 
with the weird excuse that prcvided 
Chandler turned In the mazuma, he 
could be an amateur. 

Chandler will now bo able, to com- 
pete In the Ave mile championship 
race at Vancouver, and Just because 
he is in right with the head ones he 
is allowed to go ahead as an amateur 
as if nothing had ever happened. 
.Many crack athletes have been put 
out of the amateur ranks tor receiv- 
ing sums of less than ten dollars and 
not allowed to compete for the bal- 
ance of their lives, vdien they would 
have willingly paid any Amateur Un- 
ion ten times that amount to be re- 
stored to the real sporting ranks. 

What are athletics coming to when 
a "caught in tho act athlete" can 
buy his way back into the amateur

More ships arc briiis nridrrl tn the al- 
ready long list r6gl.slero(l at the part 
of A'ictoria, which liol'ds third place In 
the Dominion In this rcprard, being sur- 
passed only by .Montreal and St. John. 

Walter Walker, the Avcll-ltnown of- 
ficial measurer and surveyor for 
Lloyd's register. relurned yesterclay 
Jiiorning from San Francisco after sur- 
veying and remeasurlng . the British 
ship Drummulr, which -for a year has 
been remo\-ed from Lloyd's register and 
from registry as a British vessel at this 
port. Tlio vessel during this time has 
been under the Uruguayan tlag. The 
Jirummuir lias been repurchased by the 
Drummulr company, which has !ta 
liead otllco at R. P. Rithet >t Co.'s of- 
(Ices in tills city and has been returned 
to local registry. Mr, Walker returned 
hut a day or two ago from a previous 
trip to San Krancisco to survey the 
IJrltish ship British Yeoman which 
after being off Lloyd's register and be- 
ing placed under the Chilian flag has 
'ueen registered as a British ship, with 
her home port at Victoria. 

An Odd Point 

An odd point arose with regard to 
the ro-reglstration of the British ship 
Urummulr. The vessel is a four-mas- 
ter with .iquaro rig yards on her lirst 
three masts. In -Lloyd's Resister she 
is classed !is ii ship. Sailers, liowevet-, 
hold that she is 'a btirk, .Mr. Walker, 
in a f|uandary, decided to .follow tlio 
jirecedent set by Lloyd's Register and, 
cfllciaily, the Dnimmulr is a ship. 

The schooner Selma, a one-tlmo seal- 
ing schooner, has also been returned 
10 British registry and added to the 
list of vessels registered, at the port of 
Victoria. "The Solma' which has been 
under the United States flag tor some 
time past has been ro-chrlstened the 
Kisie Bradfprd. She is now employed 
li^ the halibut lishing buslni'ss under 
command of (.'apt. Pike, who one time 
was in command of the sealing schoon- 
er Labrador, one of the vessels oC the 
sealing !lei;t which have long since 
]>assed. 

The Selma has bad a most ir.tere.st- 
ing history, being engaged In sealing 
and trading In northern waters. She 
Was seized ' and sent to Victoria for 
trial many years ago, being lined and 
released.

The first cargo of steel rails £oi" the 
Grand Trunk Pnclflc has been landea 
at Prince Rupert by the Nor'WeBUr. 
steamer Hercules, Capt. BJorck, t'>o 
first ocean going freighter to run into 
the northern port. The Hercules 
made the long voyage from Cape 
Breton to Prince Rupert with one 
stop, at Coronel for co;il. The steam- 
er has a full cargo of 55u t/ins ol 
steel rails consigned by the Dorninlou 
Iron & Steel mills to the Grand Truult 
Pacific railroad. The Hercules ""a 
been awaited here for the pa^t two 
weelts. It being understood that tno 
big freighter would call here on 
way north. The Hercules loft Sydney, 
C. B„ on June 11, and was last ropoi t- 
ed from Coronel, Chili, where she cau- 
ed to Load bunker coal, July '-9- 
Hercules has a full cargo of over five 
thousand tons of steel rails ior the 
new transcontinental railway. 

Two other steamers are fcillo"i'''S 
the big Norwegian freighter on the 
way liere with full cargoes of steel 
rails for the Grand Trunk Pacllic rail- 
road, the Belle of Spain and Cr.own of 
Gallcla. The former has Just left the 
Cape Breton port while the Crowii o£ 
LJalicia is e.\])ectcd within a fortnlBht 
at Prince Uufiert. 

The Ci'owii of Galicia, wliich left 
S,\-ilnoy on Julj- 10, is iiiakiiig a faster 
run than the Norwegian stcanier. She 
was reported from Coronel on August 
15. In iiddltion to these vessels the 
steamers Foxley and Waddon ^are 
bringing cargocH of steel rails to Brit- 
ish Columbia from New York. 

The steamer Belle of Spain sailed 
from Sydney Tuesday night for Prince 
Rupert with a cargo tor the Grand 
Trunk Pacific, consisting of 15,216 
steel rails, 6C40 bundles of fish plates, 
263 tie bars, 176 boxes of nut locks 
and 1712 cases of railway spikes, rnak- 
Ing a total of ai26 tons of cargo. Cap- 
tain Minister expects to make the 
passage around Cape Horn to Prince 
Rupert in 65 days. 

Some Recollections. 

Chief Officer JIartin of the British 
ship Celtic .-Monarch, now at Vancou- 
ver, came first to the waters on a rail- 
laden vessel. He was on the Antrim 
which brought the first cargo of steel 
rails for the Comox mines railroad. 
His recollections are intercBting in 
view of the cargoes of steel which are 
now finding their way to Prince Ru- 
perL 

. Mr, Martin was tljon skippe>' '-^ 
little Dublin bark named the A.ntrini, 

and she loaded rails at Maryport, 
Cumberland, for Coniox. ^^'hcn the 
vessel arrived at Victoria Skipper 
Martin told the stevesdores tliat he 
Would discharge cargo '\vlth his own 
crow' and was towed to Comox. 

"When we got there W(! found that 
there was only a camp with soine 26 
men working, and the mines were ten 
miles away. There was a wharf, but 
it was badly planned and made the 
work of unloading very hard. Cor 't 
towered above the vessel and even- 
tually I had to rig gear on the main 
t'gallantmast to discharge the rails. 

"When my crew saw what they 
wore up against they decided It waa no 
Iilace for them, and In the morning I 
had only two men loft. The others 
took to the bush, but I had an idea 
they might try to get work at the 
mines and warned the officials not to 
employ thcni. That was what hap- 
pened and eventually I got them all 
back. 

"The steel wo brought in the Antrim 
wa.i the first taken to that point, and 
it was used to lay the track from the 
shljiping point to the mines. ^Ve got 
some assistance from the construc- 
tion gang, but the woj-k of discharging 
was slow. The height of the wharf 
made it difficult to sling the stuff out 
and gear was rigged to the main top- 
gallant mast. .-V.s the rails were zoliig 
aloft the slings would foul stays and 
other gear and several loads got 
loo.se and knocked the dock to pieces. 
As the steel was placed ashore It was 
run out and laid down, and so the 
work went on, but very slow, and it 
took two months to put out liOO tons 
of rails, as we could only discharge 
as fast as the track was "laid. 

"At that lime there was nothing at 
Comox e.vi'epi the construction camp, 
Nanalmo was ;i little village, but I 
have very jileasiint recollections of 
■N'ictoria in thos,; riayg."

This year 1!)00 la the Jewlwh year 
nOS'J, and a New Year liegrlns on .our 
Se[)tomber 3G. That day is the lirat 
day of tile month 'IMwrl, and the I'Y.aat 
of Tubernacle.s bcKiiis on the IHtli oC 
Tlsrl. This i.s smiijosed to be llie (lay 
upon which IMosea i;anie down from 
Siiu'il to tell the people that the Ta- 
bernacle would be erected. 

Every Jew who owns a court or it 
pardon builds a booth and lives In It 
during tho feast. This booth must 
not bo built under a roof or under the 
shade of a tree, but out in tho open- 
air, and it must not be so covered that 
the stars cannot be seen or that tho 
rain cannot come through. 

The inside Is decorated with (low- 
ers aud festoons, and with the words 
on scrolls, "Ye shall dwell in booths 
.seven daya," 

On the eve of tli(> Fcnst, after the 
Syna^'Ofiue service, the Jew and his 
family gather In the booth and pray 
and sing, and jiartake of supper. Tlie 
head of tho house takes a cup lllled 
with wine and pronounces a blessing. 
The cup Is then handed round, and all 
drink of it. The Jew next blesses the 
two whoaten loaves placed before him 
upon the table and breaks them in 
pieces, giving a piece to each. 

Tho I''cnat hcgin.s next day with a 
service at the Synagogue, to which 
the Jews go, each c.arrying a citron 
and a branch of jialni leaves. This 
branch Is waved during the singing 
of jiaalms of pr;iiao. 

The Feast of Tabi^rnaclcs last.s for 
nine days. The llrst two days and 
the' seventh arc very sacred dnva.

"Dr. Coolt was at one time a gener- 
al practitioner of medicdne," said .Mr. 
Bayne, "Imt he was full of plans for 
arctic e.^ploration. His first exiierl- 
enco as an arctic explorer was when 
he nccompanlod Peary's expedition as 
anthroiiollHlst. He also had other 
trips with I'eary. He went north on 
two smnmer trips, and also made his 
celebrated dash for the .South Pole. 

"On one occasion Dr. Cook remark- 
ed his name was In reality not Cook, 
but Koch, the corruption having been 
made after his family arrived in Am- 
erica. He Is a distant relative of Dr. 
Koch, the famous German physician." 

Bayne said It Is perfectly apiiarcnt 
that Cook is of German extraction. He 
Is a heavy, thick-sot man, about B 
feet 10 inches In height, and of a rug- 
god, sallor-llko appearance, broad- 
shouldered, and altogether well set up. 

Cook was n great believer In the 
use of mechanical apparatus as a 
means of reaching the polo. He al- 
ways consulted Bayne, who Is a civil 
engineer, when any new dovlco was 
brought up. His original idea was to 
make a dasli for the pole by balloon, 
but bo was dissuaded. The last scheme 
Dr. Cook hud. was to use a gasoline 
motor car. about the whcoU of which 
wero arranged broad leather straps, 
running from front to roar, so that the 
nuichlno \sniil(l not be tn.'-'sed over Ihe 
Ice nuininuH'Ks. Bayiie Ijelieves that 
the luily way Dr. Cook reached the 
pole was by walking. 

After Ills return from bis trips with 
Poary, Dr. Cook started out upon a lec- 
turing Jour.

STILL INACTIVE 



Various Staples Show Im- 
provement — Copper 
Stocks Better 



New York, Sept. 2, — The stock mar- 
ket today was narrow and very little 
speculative Interest was shown In It. 
The coming three days closed interval 
from Friday evening to the following 
Tuesday morning, emphasized the ten- 
dency to quietude In tho market. News 
of the day had little influence on the 
trading. There was abundance of 
testimony to tho vital Improvement 
going on In the iron and steel trade 
contained In the reports of active de- 
mand for Iron and for practically all 
grades of the finished product 

Not the current trade returns, but 
the prospects for the future are what 
must be sought in the price fluctua- 
tions of securities and are what doubt- 
less played their part in the rise in 
the price of U. S. steel today to with- 
in a small fraction of Its highest rec- 
ord price. 

The small effect produced on tho 
cotton market by the appearance of 
tho government's report on tiie condi- 
tion of the crop on Augtust 26, deprived 
It of influence in the stocli market to 
some extent. Tliere was a note of 
anxiety manifest In the grain markets 
today, the attention paid to tho 
drought In the corn belt slilfling some- 
what to the roi)orted lains in the 
northwest, which it was felt iri'lgh*. 
hurt tho quality of the spring wheat 
liarvest. 

The increased dividend by the Caiii- 
mct and Hecla .Mining company was 
of more influence on the market for 
copper shares than was the news of 
trade conditions. The American hide 
and leather stocks responded to a 
highly favorable annual report. Ameri- 
can Locomotlvo suffering no apparent 
harm from a showing of a year's earn- 
ings Insufficient to pay the full divi- 
dends on even the preferred stock. T/iC 
failure to hold the entire advance In 
prices tip to the end of the day 'was 
regarded as corroborative of the be- 
lief that professional covering opera- 
tion.s made up a large part of tho buy- 
ing. Bonds were firm. Total sales par 
value, $2,270,000, Un'lted States bonds 
v,-ero unchanged on call.

mates." The KveninK Post of yester- 
day's date in an arliclo on tho question' 
of securing for Ki quiinalt "that dry 
dock" has the following; "Esquimau 
has the natural advantages that no 
other point possesses in equal abund- 
ance. It Is, therefore, the moot eco- 
nomical location possl'ale. 'Within n 
torty-mlle radius titero are llmitloss 
supplies of timber, coal, Iron and copper 
with all the IluxRS for handline ores 
and minerals necessary in the repair 
of or building of ships." 

It Is admitted that there arc large 
quantities of copper on tho Lslaiid, the 
production of this metal for the four 
years, 1905 to 1908 Inclu.slve, accord- 
ing to the Annual [Report, 190S. of the 
jMlnlster of IMlne.>s, heing 13,164,780 
pounds with a inoiioy value of $2,,'i4l,- 
940, but It seems more difficult to i)rove 
the statement thai we liavi' In Van- 
rouver Island a corie.spondlngly great 
Kouree of wealth In Iron. The Annual 
iloport abov,-^ rnferred to stales: "There 
luus been no Iron ore mined in the prov- 
ince this past year, other than that 
necessarily mined in development work, 
and none of this has been shipped, the 
reason being that there is no iron blast- 
furnace In operation within the district, 
and, consequently, no market for Iron 
ore." There seems, furthermore, to be 
no official report of any iron ore ever 
having been shipped either from Van- 
couver lBland'"or tho whole of the prov- 
ince. It seems to me that most of our 
hoa.st of iron wealth must he biused 
chiefly on conjecture, hut If you can 
give any further enirjTlitenment on this 
matter I am sure the information would 
'oe of interest to many of your readers.

I have traveled 
the greater part of tho province where 
fruit Is grown and I have everywhere 
round a loudly expressed desire for 
something of this kind. Two men 
woulij bo enough .to cover the whole 
pi'ovince, as they need not visit all the 
iruit-growing sections . the Ilrst year, 
and tho expense ivould bo repaid a hun- 
I dred-lold by tho help this would be 
to the fruit-growers.

On Spcaylag' 'With Xlme sulplinr. 

Sir — Although the name of oroliard 
posts is legion, these can, for spraying 
purposes be divided into two main 
classes, insects and fungous or bacto- 
rl,al diseases. The Insects can again bo 
divided Into those which live entirely 
by suction, those which live by masti- 
cation, those which protect themselves 
by sealing themselves or their eggs 
under a form of armour plate and, worst 
of all. those which burrow, either Into 
the ."loll or into the ."substance of the 
tree. or. as in the codlln moth, into the 
substance of the fruit Itself. 

fortunately. In tho lime sulphur or 
No. 1 spray, we have almost a panacea 
for most of these classes. As a fungi- 
cide It Is unexcelled, and its alkallrie 
n.Tture produces deadly effects on Ci\a 
soft bodies of those insects which live 
by suction, such as the aphis (when ap- 
plied in the diluted summer form) and 
on all caterpillars with whlcli it comes 
In contact, whilst at full winter 
strength It destroys the eggs of the 
aphis, and the armour-plated covering 
of the sciile insects by which they p'-o- 
loct their eggs, and also destroys these 
eggs themselves when thus uncovered. 

When applied at' full winter strength, 
whilst the tree Is dormant, it effeclu- 
nily rids the tree of all pests, either hi- 
scct or bacterial, with which it comes 
In contact. 

In other words, if the tree Is com- 
pletely covered w:lh the spray all pests 
then on the tree are destroyed, with so 
far as I know only one exception, tho 
eggs of the tent caterpillar, which are 
so well varnished over that many oC 
them escape. 

iJiirortiinatcly very many spr.ayers 
ireak down sadly In the way they ap- 
ply the spray to their Irees. 

l^'till Instructions for making this 
.•ipray are given In the governmont bul- 
letins, but many prefer to use tho ready 
prepared spray now on the market, as 
this saves them a lot of disagreeable 
work. To get the very best results 
Irom this winter spray as sold ready 
made. It should be diluted as directed, 
with hot water and quicic lime added to 
this hot dilute solution at tho rate uf 
12 pounds to the 40 gallons. 

The wliole should be well stirred up 
until thoroughly Incorporated and then 
applied at once to the trees througii the 
spray pump at a pressure never lower 
than 100 lbs.. '-'00 is better, so as to 
insure a misly spray. If the spray Is 
not misty there is no possibility of 
satisractlon. 

Tho spray must he applied hot. there 
Is no fear of scalding (h.^ tree for the 
spray Is air-cooled by the time it 
reaches it. 

If the tree is perfectly dormant when 
this winter strength spray is used, and 
If the spray Is used at the proper 
strength, there Is no danger of ln,|iiry. 

Care must be taken to cover every 
portion of the tree with this spray if 
success is to be .attained. 

Tho object of tho added lime to the 
winter spray is to coat the tree 'jark 
wltli a protective whitewash which not 
only repels Insects but protects tho tree 
from sunscald. In summer tho boughs 
spray can bo applied without this added 
lime, but It must bo diluted to tlio 
Bummor strength, as It will otherwise 
kill the tree. As each manufacturer 
knows Ihe strength of hia own spray, 
iiismstructlons should be followeil in 
diluting the spray for summer u.se. al- 
though, unless Ihe orcliard is badly In- 
tesled. I nin of the opinion It Is often 
used n little stronger than needful. 

For ItiiigouK diseases It Is more ef- 
fective than Bordeaux, niid has the nd- 
illtlonal advantage of not nissetling Ihe 
trull. If applied In .May when the 
ymiiig scale Insects are running about 
over Ihe trees, it kills these ei'feclua lly, 
If any of them should eliiuK-e in e.'scniie 
tlio winter applk-iit ion. II ran also be 
combined ulili arsenate of lend as I. 
have described In a pri'vlous article. 

I'ortunately for Hrltlsh Columbia 
rruit growers bulletins are nvnlhiblo 
which give full and efficient instnu-- 
tlons as to when to apply sprays, so on 
this head nothing Is loft to bo said, a« 
if tliclr advice is followed the 'aest re- 
suits will be obtained.
